Pluto Is Name 
Of New Comet; 
Wins Over Many 


FLAGSTAFF, 


Ariz., May 25.—(#) 
“Pluto” has been selected by scien- 
tists of Lowell observatory here as 
the name for the recently discovered 
trans-Neptunian body which they be- 
lieve is the long- sought planet. The 
name is symbolic of the comparatively 
dark and distant regions through 
which the celestial body rides on its 
orbit about the sun. 

The announcement was made by 
Roger Lowell Putnam, trustee of the 
observatory and nephew of the late 
Dr. Percival Lowell, founder of the 
observatory, who predicted the exist- 
ence of the planet 16 years ago after 
extensive mathematical research. On 
January 21, last, scientists here saw 
a tiny speck of light which they an- 
nounced last March was the planet. 

Mr. Putnam, who came here from 
Springfield, Mass., to participate in 
the official naming of Planet X, re- 
vealed that the name “Pluto” was 
selected after the host of suggested 
names had been narrowed down to 
three—Minerva, Pluto and Cronus, 

“We felt,” said Mr. Putnam, “that 
the line of Roman gods for whom 
other planets are named; should not 
be broken and we believe that Dr. 
Lowell, whose researches led direct- 
ly to its discovry, would have felt 
the same way. 


“The discovery of this planet is so']

The men were eathered with their 
families in the great courtyard of | 
Sforza Cuastlezn, a structure built in| 
the fifteenth century by Ludovico, 
Duke of Milan. The castle boasts | 
priceless frescoes by "ene Da 
Vinci, and today was decked with the 
historic banners of Milan and nearby 


towns.

A 
powerful radio outside the courtyard 
filled the big park with national and 
fascist airs.

MISSING JUDGE'S BODY 
DISCOVERED IN QUARRY 


oO~ 
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OAKLAND, Cal., May —(#)— 
The crushed body of Superior Judge 
Kdward W. Engs was found today in 
a stone quarry at Clifton street, near 
Broadway, Oakland, within a_ few 
blocks of his home. The jurist, who 
had been missing since a week ago 
Friday, had fallen 175 feet from the 
crest of the quarry, which adjoins a 
cemetery. 

The quarry, owned by the Oaland | 
Paving ““ompany, had been searched 
for days by police and possemen ac: | 
companied by dogs. That the body of ! 
Judge Engs, who disappeared after a | 
nervous breakdown occasioned by the} 
strain of a court trial, was not found | 
earlier was,explained by the fact that | 
he fell by a clump of willow trees. | 
The foliage of the trees matched the 
judge’s gray green clothing. 

The body was found by Paul Bon- 
ham and Jack Mayer, workmen who 
have spent days within a few feet of 
the willows dragging the lake in the 
bottom of the quarry. 

Coroner Grant D. Miller and Dr. N. 
N. Ashley, county autopsy surgeon, re- 
ported that while the immediate cause 
of death was an internal hemorrhage | 
of the lungs, Judge Engs’ body was 
literally crushed. Both arms and legs 
were broken, the right thigh was frac- 
tured, the chest was crushed and all 
the ribs on the right side had punc- 
tured vital organs, 

No evidence of foul play was dis- 
covered. Examination of a ledge at 
the quarry’s crest disclosed a fragment 
of slippery bark, crushed as though by 
a foot. It was probable, Coroner Mil- 
ler said, wudge Engs slipped on the 
bark and fell to his death. 

An inquest will be held tomorrow. 
Authorities said they were satisfied, 
however, that the death was _§acci- 
dental.

Relics of Pre-Historic Man! 


ARTIFACTS PROVE EXISTENCE 29,000 YEARS AGO, CLAIM 


Found in Cave in Nevada 


LOS ANGELES, May 25.—(/)— 
Dr. James A. B. Scherer, director of 
the Southwest Museum, has an- 


nounced the finding in Gypsum cave, 
Nevada, of a wealth of additional evi- 
dence that prehistoric man roamed the 
American continent probably at least 
20.000 years ago. 

Last week announcement was made 
that excavation of the cave had re- 
vealed campfire ashes, charcoal and 
burnt wood. 

Nine hundred artifacts, or prehis- 
toric objects made by man, _ OUDr. 
Scherer reported, had been recovered 
so far, mostly from beneath a layer 
of gypsum rock which took ages of 
time to form from overhead dripping. 
These include scores of broken atlatls, 
long two-piece dar€ which antedates | 
many flint points | 
similar to an arrowhead, for the | 
atlatls; feathers bound with sinew, 
supposedly used as prayer sticks; a 
magnificent white stone knife four 
inches long with a wooden handle af- 
fixed by splitting and then binding 
with pitch; a necklace of a type 
never before found in American ar- 
chaeological history, made of joints of | 
a centipede strung on fiber of a) 
desert plant; pieces of burnt wood | 
three or f@ur feet away from the fire 
ashes: and many translucent gypsum 
pendants, cut in odd shapes and | 
drilled with a hole for suspension.

During his last exypédi- 
tion he found new ruins which upset all 
previous theories of these ancient people.

NEW ORLEANS, May 25.—When 

the Tulane University expedition for 
the Chicago world’s fair of 1955 re- 
turned from the ruins of Uxmal in 
the country of the Mayas in Yuca- 
tan, it brought back a collection of 


drawings, photographs and _ plaster 
easts which will enable it to produce 
one of the finest groups of pre- 
Columbian building in the Americas. 
The reproduction will be made in 
full size, and reconstructed, so that 
it will look exactly as it did when 
built well over a thousand years ugo. 
In this reproduction of the great 
temple halls, which once housed the 
vestal virgins of the Mayas, will be 
shown displays of the arts and arti- 
facts of ie indigenous inhabitants e< 
the American continent. There will 
be lecture halls and laboratories where 
the public can hear and see how the 
anthropologist of today works to 
solve the problems of the history of | 
man and his development. 
“The history of progress” is the | 
theme of the Chicago fair, and there- | 
fore onr expedition attempted, not only 
to make studies for the reproduction 
of the nunnery quadrangle at Uxmal, 
but also to conduct investigtions 
which would make our knowledge of 
the history of the Maya progress, and 
we were fortunatc far beyor |. expec | 


tation.

Aft.r only a few weeks’ stay in 
the ruins we located a large terrace 
mound on which stood 19 monoliths, 
their surfaces carved with delicate low 
relief figures of men and bands of 
hierologyphics. This was a most im- 
portant find. Previously it was be- 
lieved that the great city’ of Uxmal 
was founded about the year 1,000; 
A, The finding of the monuments 
proved that the city must have been 
thriving, active and old, 500 years 
earlier: about 500 A. D., or at the| 
time when King Arthur was forming 
his round table and fighting the 
Saxons, 

This find, in conjunction with spo- 
radic and isolated discoveries made 
during the last few years, will open 
a new angle of research, and will nite 


us to revise several of our favorite 
theories. It led us to an investigation 
of certain buildings at Uxmal, and | 
this study served to confirm the as-j; 
sumption built upon our original find. 

These monuments were our great? 
surprise at Uxmal, but the venerable 
city had several more in store for us. 
At the foot of the great stairway lead- 


quadrangle lay several bulky 
fragments of carved monolith. These 
we gathered up and, after a diligent 
search which lasted over a month, w 
were able to piece the monument to- 
gether. In all there were 27 pieces, 
which now have been cemented togeth- 
er and reveal an ei:vorate hiero- 
glyphie inscription. 
Much See~. 

Armed with a smali portabie electric 
power plant which we could carry 
wherever wished, we worked from tem- 
ple to temple with a powerful spot 
light. We searched walls and ceilings 
for inscriptions and where previous 
explorers had failed, thanks to the 
brilliant. rays of this electric light, 
we were able to see drawings of war- 
riors, imprints of human hands stain- 
ed with paint and pressed against the 
smooth stucco surface of the walls, 
and hieroglyphic inscriptions. 

This little power plant, weighing 
slightly more than one _ hundred 
pounds, served us in many ways. 
Formerly we used to spend hours, 
often during the heat of a tropical 
day, Waiting for the sun to illuminate 
a carved monument in such a way 
that we could read and draw its 
hieroglyphic inscription. 

Now with our artificial light, we 
were independent of the sun. During

The most common subject adverted 
to in the letters coming to me is the 
ad valorem method of property tax- 
ation prevailing in this state. 

But there is no “method” in that 
particular form of taxation. Property 
subject to ad valorem taxes is put 
upon the tax digests in the most hap- 
hazard ways, dependent upon the hon- 
esty of the taxpayer in filing his an- 
nual returns, or the laxity or vigil- 
ance of tax assessors, who usually 
“take Bill's word for it” and bother 
no further, 

Registered property valuations in 
Georgia are more and bigger jokes 
than any perpetrated by “Amos and 
Andy” in their radio broadcasts.

ATTACK HARRIS BILL 


Wire Hoover Action at This | 
Time Is “Most Un- 
iS wise.” 


MEXICO CITY, May 25.—(#)— 
The executive committee of the Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce today 
made public the text of a telegram 
sent to President Hoover describing 
the Harris bill to put Mexican immi- 
gration under quota laws as “most un- 
wise at this time.” si 

The telegram said “in view of the 
present cordial and friendly relations 
between the United States and Mex- 
ico, it is the opinion of the execu- 


tive cominittee of the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Mexico Cit» en- 
deavoring to represent American busi- 
ness interests and to further these 
friendly relations, that the proposed 
legislation restricting immigration 
from Mexico would not do actual good 
and would be most unwise at this 
time. 

“Nothing should be done to affect 
adversely this amicable feeling, and 
such legislation will also be inimical 
to trade and the friendly relations of 
the two countries.” 


The committee thought that to “pick 


out Mexico as the only country of 
the western world for putting into ef- 
fect such restrictions will inevitably 
yroduce most unsatisfactory results. 
Ve sincerely hope that. our legisla- 
tive body will carefully consider the 
situation from every standpoint. 

“Permit us- to express the hope 
that the prospects of the restrictive 
proposals being enacted into law ‘are 
remote, but in the event the measure 
should be passed and reaches you for 
signature, we respectfully and with 
deep interest recommend your thought- 
ful consideration to its veto.”

“Valves are the cause of most 


motor ailments,” says J. M. Bohler; | 


expert auto mechanic, at 21-23 Baker 
street, N. W. “When the valves are 
in prime condition, the motor

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 


NEW ORLEANS, May 25.) 
While trading in cotton has not been 
so active during the past week. price 
fluetuations have been frequent and 
fairly broad.

61 points from the highest reached 
Monday. The closing prices on Sat- 
urday were the lowest for the week, 
or a net loss of 60 points or $3 a bale.
